A Peenuliar Religious Sect~-A Pleasant 
Whose Conscience Made Him 
Marder 
From the Pall Mall Gazette 

The Russian government has been 
unsuccessful hitherto in its attemps to 
stamp out a religious sect known as tle 
Skoptzi, or “white doves,” the chie. 
tenent of whose faith is the duty of celi- 
iecy. It is mt \e'y kung sncea 
I. ze number ofti.ese people, :uciuuimg 
their chief, Koudrine, were put upon 
their trial, which exceeded in length, if 
not in interest, that of the “unhappy 
nobleman” to whom reference is occa- 
sionally made inthe house of com- 
mons; and now a fresh association of 
Ssropeiriime-peen discovered in south- 
ern Russia, and s00-2f their number are 
about to be tried at Sim _The 
strength of this sect.is to be found ii} 
the wealth of several of its most zeal- 
ous adherents, and in the mingled ig- 
norance and superstition of the people 
among whom converts are sought. 
To iilustrate this combination of two 
not very attractive qualities, the 
St. Petersburg Journal mentions @ case 
recently tried at the Moscow assizes. A 
peasant, accused of murdering an old 
woman who was upon a pilgrimage, 
was asked by the judge why he had 
committed the crime, and replied that 
he was driven to it by hunger. The 
judge pointed out that the provisions 
which the victim had in her basket 
were not touched, upon which the pris- 
oner exclaimed, in quite an indignant 
tone: 

“Do you take me fora heathen? It 
was Friday, and you surely don’t sup- 
pose I should eat meat on that day?” 

It is upon imagina‘ions such as these 
that the Skoptzi work, and the num- 
ber of conversions which they effect is 
so great that the government is getting 
alarmed as to their progress. Each sec- 
tion has its prophet, who presides at 
the religious meetings, which are not 
held upon any fixed day or at any par- 
ticular place, in order the more effectu- 
ally to elude discovery. The services 
take place at night, and commences by 
the singing of hymns composed by the 
prophet and committed to heart by 
his congregation. Men and women take 
itin turns to sing, after which they 
dance until they are exhausted. The 
Greek church they consider to be the 
receptacle of every sort of sin, and is 
termed by them the “Church of Baby- 
lon;” but some of the Russian emper- 
ors, including Paul I. and Alexander 
[., and also the Empress Elizabeth, are 
claimed as members of their sect and 
raised te the rank of saints. They re- 
ject the sacraments, and express their 
opinions of priests by the saying that 
ample sleeves—the Russian priests 
wear them very large—hide a deceitful 
mind. Neophytes are only admitted 
after the celebration of elaborate rites, 
chief among which are invocations to 
their saints, and especially to Akoulina 
Fyanovna, their Holy Virgin. After 
this singing and dancing take place, as 
at the ordinary religious meetings, the 
prophet puts on white stockings, and, 
with a Biblein his hand, prays for 
strength to work miracles. He then 
tells different members of the congrega- 
tion what fate isin' store for them. 
These doctrines may seem more ludi- 
crous than baneful; but they are said 
to be accompanied by other practices 
of the grossest immoratity.

In that yearan old fashioned clerk 
happened to unearth the antiquated 
charge against our present chief mag- 
istrate, and this clerk, knowing that 
General Grant had recently been in re- 
ceipt of many costly presents besides 
having asalary of $25,000 per annum 
and perquisites, naturally thought that 
the president, beingin funds, would 
be glad of an opportunity to square ac- 
counts with his long-suffering creditor 
Uncle Sam, and so called the attention 
cf his superiors to the item. It was at 
this time, I think, that tae shipwreck 
by which Captain Grant lost his vouch- 
ers was first heard ot. The story in the 
third auditor’s office was that during 
the long interval of twenty-three vears 
which elapsed between the discovery 
of the deficit and its final settlement, 
Grant had never said “shipwreek” 
once, but, cn the contrary, had 
maintained a most provoking silence, 
and an immovable indisposition to dis- 
cuss the matter at all, notwithstanding 
the numerous persistent and pathetic 
appeals from the treasury department 
that were sent to him from time to 
time. 
It is but an actof justice to President 
Grant to say that, if my recolleetion of 
the affair is correct, as soon as the fact 
of the old deficit standing against him 
was made om he paid up like a lit- 
tle man, while the over-officious clerk 
who had dugout the debt from the 
musty records of the third auditor’s af 
fice was discharged so quick tbat it 
made his head swim,

On my arrival I went at once to see 
the new cathedral we had journeyed so 
far and suffered such tribulations to 
visit. To say that, it is a grand 
und beautiful building, and that I 
would have felt repaid for a week’s 
journey, and for ten times the effort I 
had made is saying very little. I was 
not enly charmed by the beauty of the 
plan, and the skill of the workmanship, 
but I was amazed by the grandeur ofa 
work, conceived, commenced and near- 
lv finished in so short a time. The 
Right Reverend W. H. Gross was con- 
secrated bishop and appointed to the 
diocese of Georgia, only three years ago 
and in these few vears, he has succeed- 
ed in erecting a building whichis not 
only an ornament to Savannah, but an 
honor to the whole state. 

The cathedral is of gothic architec- 
ture, in the form of across. The depth 
is 207 feet; the tran+ept 105 feet acrogs, 
and 47 feet wide; the body of the church 
80 feet across, containing seats for 
about 1800. There are 2 towers in 
front capped by spires, 218 feet in 
height, on which there are i'luminated 
crosses. In the centre gable there is a 
large rose-window brilliantly colored. 
In the rear,there are 2 turrets in which 
there are spiral staircases,leading to 
the Tryphorian galleries. The building 
is surrounded by buttresses capped by 
pinacles and gablets. 

The ceiling is 66 feet and 6 inches 
high—of magnificent grained arches, 
supported by 10 iron columns—(2 clus- 
tered and 8 single.) The capitals are 
of the composite order, with leaves, 
cotton bollsand flowers and ears of 
corn, in heavy gilt, laid on a green 
ground. Theshaftsare of green bronze 
which changes color with every shade 
of light, giving the effect of light- 
ness and brilliance to the whole build- 
ing, which is quite indescribable. 
There are two large windows in the 
transept, 16 by 32, and foursmaller. In 
the sanctuary there are three large 
windows. When stained, as is intend- 
ed, they will be superb. 

The grand altar is truly magnificent. 
It is 26 feet in height, 22 in breadth, of 
Italian marble, highly polished and 
skilfully cut in the conventional Gothic 
stvle,the upper portion forming Gothic 
niches 4} feet high,intended for statues 
or flowers In the center are the let- 
ters HS. The lower portion is orna- 
mented by panels cut in various de- 
signs, the passion flower in the centre, 
lilies aud oak leaves on the others. 
The whole altar emits a soft lustre like 
an opal, which is exquisite. 

The side altar to the Virgin, is also to 
to beof marble. Three more altars will 
in time be added.

AN ACT 
To regulate the leasing of penitentiary convicts 
by the govesnor, authorizing him to make con- 
tracts in relation thereto, and fur other pur- 
poses 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, ‘That as the leases or 
hiring of convicts under the actof March 3, .374, 
veXpire, and as ieases or hirings may be vacated 
under said act, and as Convicts may require to be 
disposed of by the governor of the state, not af- 
fected by eXisting contracts, that the governor of 
the state is hereby authorized and required to 
farm or lease said Convicts when discharged from 
the operations of said hirtngs or icasings, and ex- 
isting coutracts for the space of Lie nut less than 
Lwelly yeais, to one OFr more Collpalies, as In his 
judgment will best subserve the interest of the state 
or associations of persous, Which shall be an in- 
corporated company, by virtuc of She operation of 
this act as hereimaiter provided; suid ivase or bir- 
uig for said term shall be upon such terms and 
considerations as shall be agreed upon with said 
company by the governor, said company siiall 
give bond and good security to the governor of 
Luis state, in @ sum Det less than one hundred 
thousand dollars for a faithful compliance with thei 
contracts, but if there be more than one company 
the amount of said bond to be left in the discretion 
of the governor, in cach cause, in proportion to the 
humber of Convicts thateach ay gel, provided 
that the aggregate of suid bonds shail not be less 
than one hundred thousand doliars§ In tlie lease 
or hiring to be made, the governor shall require 
ail necessary stipulations aud arrangements to be 
uude by suid company for the humane treatment 
of the convicts entrusted to them for their security 
and proper laahagement, a accordance with the 
rules aud reguialious vow in forcefor the contro 
of, couvicts, 50 joras the same may be Consistent 
with the working of suid convicts by said compa- 
ny, butnoleaseor hiring may be maue which 
sili NOt relieve the state from all expense Cxcept 
the sulary of the principal Keeper, plysician aud 
chaplain. 

belore any disposition is made of the convicts, 
as CouLeMmpiated under Lhe provisions of this act, 
is excelicucy, the governor, shall be authorized 
to furnish to the directors of the Marictia aud

sec 3 Beitfurther enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, ‘1 hat the govcruor of the state, lu accora- 
ance Wilh the power reserved under Lhe Mert section 
of this act, shallrequire said Ccuomipany Ww procure, 
al Luelr OW eXpeLne, 4 sullable site or place, bemg 
un islaud ou the coast Of Georgia, U practicabie, 
and if not, some Other suilavic piace, tu be deter- 
mined by the governor, within the limits of this 
slate, aud al Lueir owl CXpense erect, under Lhe di- 
rection of the governor and principal keeper of the 
peultentiary, there suilabie, Colvenicnt, sale, 
heolthy and coumpodious prison barracks, hospit- 
als, guard-houses,auu ail oLher UWellings Lbecempary 
for the safe Keeping andcomfort of the convicts 
under its care and control, which shall be known as 
the penitentiary of this state. From this prison 
BUCH CORVICts a8, URnderthe advice and direction 
of a physician—tww be appointed by the governor 
for that purpose, who shai reside on the imiand, or 
at the pluce where the penitentiary is iocated, and 
alsu Visit, prescribe for, and atiend such discased 
and sick persons as he cau,but such physicicn shail 
not be obiiged lo allend sick or diseased convicts 
away from Lhe penitentiary, allof whom shali be 
nursed and furnished medical attendance by the 
lessees al their Own expense, and who suull, in eve- 
ry case, furuish ail medicine and purses required by 
Lue physician ~atasalary of two thousand doilars 
per anuum, to be paiu by the state of Geurgia—are 
adjudged competcut to labor on roads, cz 
nuues, quarries, and making brick, may be taken 
out and employed by said Cusmpany as said compa- 
uy aay ComLract Ww performand labor upon wituin 
the limits of the state; but couvicts foriong terms 
—for life, and periods of five years or more—wheu 
so aujudged ft by said physician for hard 
and physical labor, must, if ponssir 
ble, be employed in mining, and the residue 
of the convicts held and controlled by said 
company, meaning thereby those not ca- 
gaged iu se Of Mines, canals, roads, quar- 
ries, and making brick, must be kcpta said place or 
site known as the petitentiary, and there em- 
ployed upon such works as are Consistent with 
their health, age, sex, and strength; a nothing 
herein contained shall prevent the ees from 
using in farm labor, at the piuce or places where 
the penitentiary is iocaicd, upon their own laad, 
any and ali convists who cannot be eniployed in 
working upon roads, Cauals, mines, quarries, and 
making brick. In the performance of labor by 
either class of convicts, there shall be such regu- 
lations, restrictions and arrangements made by 
the governor and said company, to be enforced by 
the governor of this slate, which will associate 
oniy persons convicted of crimes of moral turpi- 
tude, which shail regard the conditions of ime 
sexes, andage of convicts, and ability to labor; 
all ) and re lions Decessary aud proper for 
the reform of the convicts, which the governor 
may prescribe, shall be faithfully observed. To 
aid reform, the governor of the state shall ap- 
point a chaplain to penitentiary, at a salary of 
live hundred dollars per annum, to be paid by the 
state; said chaplain shall reside on said island or 
place where the penitentiary is located, and 
whose duty it shall be to aid in reforming the 
moral character of the convicts, who shail recieve 
from bevevolent societies and charitable persons 
and on yes and —- books, tracts, 
papers, etc , ute them among the con- 
victa, under supervision of the lessees, 

Sec 4 Be it further enacted by the anthority 
id, That ail the provisions of the act of 

March 3d, 1874, not inconsistent with the provis- ; 

ions of this act, shall remain in full force, exc 

as to the time of labor, which in no case shal] 

unreasonabie or oppressive, and in addition there-

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the incorporated company so leas- 
ing said convicts shall not ‘be allowed to sub-let or 
lease, or hire to others said convicts, and if, at any 
time, such wentee yn 8 sub-leasing or hiring is 
done, or permitted to be done by it, then the gov- 
ernor Of the state shall proceed to vacate said lease, 
aud to re-lease under the same restrictions and con- 
ditions as in this act provided, or to sue and recover 
of said company the sum of five hundred dollars for 
each sub-leasing or re-leasing; but Hothing in this 
section contained shall prevent the lessees from do- 
ing the work allowed by this act under contract 
with others, or through their own agents, and b 
convicts exclusively under their own control an 
supervision. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the au hority 
aforesaid, That for breach of the Cond lL er -in pro- 
vided for, as to negligent escapes, the damages to 
be allowed against said com y so leasing shall 
not be less than two hundred dolare for each es- 
caped sonvicd, selon said convict is caught and re- 
turned to work within two months, and it shall be 
the duty of the lessee, or lessees, under this act 
immediately after any escape, to make a report, in 
writing, to the principal keeper, who shall Sey the 
same before the governor, o 1 the cireumstances 
attending anch escape, and if the governor shail find 
therefrom or hy any other means, that such 
was caused by negligence, it shall be his duty to 
institute suit forthe damages herein provided for; 
and for cruelty to convicts, besides the punishment 
which may be inflicted under the criminal laws of 
the state, and damages which may be recovered by 
the convict so injured, the governor of the state 
sucing for the state, may recover on said bond no, 
less — four hundred dollars on each case of such 
cruelty. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted by the anthorit 
aforesaid, That the povernor of the state shall 
require, and the prince pal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary shall, under such regulations, make a 
monthly inspection of the personal condition of 
every convict held by said company during its 
lease, and a monthly report from said keeper to 
himself of his investigations, under said inspec- 
tion, and the governor may, at any time, upon a 
complaint made and supported by proper proof, 
require of said principal keeper of the peniten- 
Uary,a special investigation of any or all of said 
convicts. In addition to these means of ascer- 
taining the condition of such convicts, the gov- 
erpor may, at any and all times, appoint a suitable 
and intelligent person to inspect the cofdition of 
said convicts, and report to him their condition in 
every respect, 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That if, for any cause, said lease is 
vacated by said governor, a new lease of said 
convicts nay be made, as is herein provided for 
the first leasing, and if ro lease can be effected 
under the provisions of this act, then the gov- 
ernor may lease said convicts according to the pro- 
Visions of theactof March 3d, 1874. 

Src. '0. Be it further enacted by the authorit 
aforesaid, That the lessees under this act shalt 
not use as guards any of the convicta, or place 
them in positions of trust and control over the 
convicts, and such conduct shall be a breach of 
duty in said lessee, and a violation of the bond of 
“aid lessee, for which the governor may vacate 
sald Icase, or sue said company, and recover from 
the same the sumof five hundred dollars for each 
act of violating thislaw; and any person having 
leases of convicts may, and they are hereby, au- 
thorized to surrender the same, so that the 
convicts may fall under the operations of this act; 
and the governor is authorized to accept the sur- 
render of the same; and the lessee, under this act, 
nay make any suitable, convenient arrangement 
with the physician of the penitentiary for the 
examination of convicts at other points than the 
penitentiary. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the governor, in leasing the said 
convicts to the said company or companies (except 
the railroad companies hereinbefore mentioned.) 
shall give favorable consideration to the highest 
bid or bids, all other things being equal.
